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About  the  middle  of  November  reports  of  Golden-crowned  Kinglets  began 
coming  in  from  many  localities.  Mrs.  Estella  Bruce  saw  about  twelve  in  her 
garden,  6447  Gwinn  Rd.,  Nov.  11,  Oakland.  Mrs.  Marion  Zimmermann,  29 
Blachtord  Cr.,  Oakland  reports  this  species  in  her  garden  Nov.  14,  19,  26, 
last  date  Dec.  1.  Mrs.  Roberta  Long,  45  Clarendon  Ave.,  San  Francisco  re- 
ported the  species  in  her  garden  on  about  the  same  dates.  The  writer  saw  * 

them  in  Ross,  Golden  Gate  Park,  Tilden  Park,  in  fact  on  almost  every  field 
trip  in  Nov.  and  Dec.  They  were  again  reported  in  Jan.  by  Mrs.  Neill 
Johnson,  7 Summit  Rd.,  Berkeley  and  on  Feb.  14  at  same  address  by  Russell 
Pray.  In  the  fall  of  1944  there  was  a similar  invasion  of  this  species.

AQUATIC  PARK  TRIP 

On  Saturday,  February  24,  field  trip  was  taken  to  Berkeley  Aquatic  Park, 
and  the  territory  at  the  northern  end  of  the  race  track.  An  excellent  study  of 
seven  species  of  gulls  including  the  Short-billed  Gull  was  enjoyed  by  the  group.

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White-winged  and  Surf  Scoters  were  seen  in  considerable  numbers  in  the  bay 
off  the  race  track.

Harbor.  The  "Crests"  of  the  Double-crested  Cormorants  were  plainly  visible 
on  the  birds  seen  on  some  of  the  rocks  silhoueted  against  the  afternoon  sun. 

Thirty-one  members  and  friends  participated  in  the  trip  which  is  about 
twice  the  number  that  took  part  last  year. 

The  weather  was  clear  with  a cool  breeze  coming  off  the  bay. 

A total  of  37  species  of  birds  were  observed.

CALAVERAS  RESERVOIR  TRIP 

About  45  persons  met  at  the  Sunol  Water  Temple  on  March  11  for  a full 
day  of  birding  in  the  vicinity  of  Calaveras  Reservoir. 

The  weather  was  clear  and  on  the  southern  exposures  it  was  warm. 

As  usual  on  this,  Golden  Eagles  and  Lewis  Woodpeckers  were  seen. 
While  the  group  was  eating  lunch  two  Eagles  were  in  sight  for  a time  and 
performed  that  portion  of  the  courtship  ritual  which  consists  of  one  bird  pull- 
ing up  into  a stall,  closing  the  wings  completely  and  diving  steeply  in  the 
general  direction  of  its  mate.  For  those  who  walked  on  up  the  Arroyo  Hondo 
a short  distance,  one  Eagle  put  on  quite  a show,  sailing  not  only  above  but 
also  at  eye  level  and  some  hundreds  of  yards  below.  The  bird  also  perched 
on  the  upturned  roots  of  a fallen  tree  and  tore  at  some  unknown  food,  giving 
a fair  view  of  the  "golden'  buffy  color  of  the  neck  feathers. 

A female  Sparrowhawk  was  seen  carrying  what  appeared  to  be  a Ring-necked 
Snake.
